came very important during the Civil 
War when food was scarce. The Civ- 
il War song "Eatin' Goober Peas" 
was inspired by the peanuts. 

Early in the twentieth century, a 
Tuskegee Institute teacher and bota- 
nist, George Washington Carver, 
wamed the people of the South 
about the dreadful insect, the Cotton 
Boll Weevil, and urged the farmers 
to seek an alternative crop. Not only 
was the insect destroying the cotton, 
but it was depleting the land of all its 
rich materials. Carver suggested the 
peanut as a new crop. He said that 
the peanut would enrich the soil and 
be a source of income. Finally, farm- 
ers accepted the new idea of growing 
peanuts. Dr. Carver is now interna- 
tionally recognized for his contribu- 
tion to the peanut industry of the 
United States. He discovered that 
peanuts are rich in proteins, fats and 
other nutrients. He developed over 
three hundred uses for the peanut, 
their shells, and their foliage. 

Dr. Carver extracted thirty dyes 
from peanut skins and devised a ma- 
terial of peanut shells and other sub- 
stances to make wallboard. He de- 
veloped leather stains, wood stains, 
and ink in his laboratory. He made 
instant coffee and cream, skimmed 
and evaporated milk, and butter from 
peanuts, too. 

We know that most peanuts are 
used as food. Some are sold as roast- 
ed-in-shell. Some are sold shelled. 
Peanuts can be mixed into candies, 
cookies, and pies. Ice cream is fla- 
vored with them, Peanut bread is 
made from ground peanuts. 

Peanuts are rich in oil. Oil is ob- 
tained by crushing the nuts. Peanut 
oil is used to fry foods. Salad oils, 
dressings, and margarine contain 
peanut oil, 

Probably the most popular prod- 
uct made from peanuts is peanut but- 
ter. A great deal of work goes into 
that small jar of peanut butter you 
buy. The peanuts are roasted and 
cooled, Then they are blanched, This 
is when the skins are removed, Fi- 
nally, the peanuts are ground up. The 
oil is removed from the peanuts, 
Sugar, salt, and a stabilizer are add- 
ed, Presto! Peanut Butter, 

Peanuts are also used in industry, 
Some examples are oil for machin- 
ery, soaps, shaving cream, face pow- 
der, shampoo, and paint. Also, they 
are used in explosives, 

Even the shell of the peanut is 
used, Peanut shell powder is used in 
wallboard, plastic, and cork, 

Peanut plants also make good 
hay. Different livestock feeds. are 


also made, 

Now I get to the growing process 
of this fabulous plant. It grows up to 
two and one-half feet high and im 
feet across, in a warm climate, There 
are two main types, bunch and run- 
ner, The bunch grows up and the 
runner grows on the ground, The 
plants need well-drained, sandy soil. 

Farmers prepare the soil by plow- 
ing deeply and loosely. A thermome- 
ter is stuck into the ground, The 
farmer plants the sceds when the 
temperature is 64 degrees Fahrenheit 
for three days in a row, Seeds are 


planted two to three inches deep, 
They must be harvested at exactly 
the right time, Most pods ripen 120- 


150 days after the seeds are planted, 


Then plows are used to dig the pea- 
nuts up and leave them to dry in the 
sun, A machine called the combine 
is used to remove the pods from the

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Elba’s Mayor Ricky Haywood files suit againt W & E Board

The four present members of the 
Elba Water and Electric Board were 
served last Friday with copies of a 
lawsuit filed against them by Elba 
Mayor Ricky Haywood, who was 
then also the appointed Superinten- 
dent for the utility, 

The suit was prepared and signed 
by Haywood on December 28, 1992 
in the office of his attorney, Jackson 
W. Stokes. It was filed in Coffee 
County Circuit Court early last week 
and the board members, who were 
already aware of the pending suit, 
were Officially served by the Elba 
Police Department last Friday. 

An effort to settle the matter be- 
fore it became official had failed ear- 
lier in the week, 

The suit was filed against Board 
Chairman Mickey Murdock, mem- 
bers Bill Brunson, Earl! McCollough 
and Gladys Yelverton, All but Mur- 
dock are also elected members of the 
city council. 

The original complaint also 
named Board member Jack Prescott. 
However Prescott resigned for health 
reasons effective January Ist and the 
complaint was changed to omit him 
from the suit. 

The COMPLAINT FOR DE- 
CLARATORY JUDGEMENT as 
the case is officially called, claims 
the board is hindering Haywood “in 
his duties and responsibilities to the 
citizenry of the City of Elba...” by 
enforcing the now well known 1985 
resolution of the Board which re- 
serves to the Board all hiring and fir- 
ing powers, 

The resolution allows supervisors 
and superintendents to suspend an 
employee for just cause and present 
the matter to the board at the next 
regular meeting. They can at that 
time concur with the firing or rein- 
state the employee. 

The resolution was originally pro- 
posed in 1985 by them board mem- 


” 


ber Jack Prescott. He felt the utility 
board members should have more 
control over the activities and em- 
ployees of the utility. 

This resolution was also the basis 
of the rehirings of Mrs. Pat Boothe 
last October, November and Decem- 
ber. Haywood had fired her a week 
after taking office. She has returned 
to the payroll by the board but he re- 
fuses to allow her to work in city 
hall. 

Haywood, who took office as 
mayor in October of 1992, was ap- 
pointed to the office of Superinten- 
dent of the utility department a week 
after being sworn in as mayor (Octo- 
ber 12th), 

Haywood declined to comment 
on the suit, deferring all questions to 
Stokes. 

Attorney Stokes referred to a 
1986 opinion by then-Alabama At- 
torney General Charles Graddick 
prepared for the Collinsville Water 
Works Board. 

That opinion responded to the 
question, “/f the Mayor is hired, will 
his duties be those listed in the Code 
of Alabama, or can his duties and 
hours be those given to him by the 
Board?" 

The Code of Alabama §11-43-80 
says what the superintendent “shall” 
do. The Attorney General opinion 
was that such duties are mandatory 
and may not be modified by the 
Board, 

This is the authority for the suit, 
Stokes said, 

Mr. Stokes said the case would be 
heard by a judge without the benefit 
of a jury, as the only question was a 
question of law. 

He said he felt the suit was based 
on solid facts of law, but would not 
predict how a judge would rule from 
the bench. 

At the first meeting of the utility 
board after the suit was filed, the 
Board voted 3-1 to relieve Mayor 
Haywood of his duties as Superin- 
tendent. Board member Earl McCol- 


lough voted against the firing. 

Following that meeting Mayor 
Haywood said that action did noth- 
ing to stop him from going forward 
with the law suit. 

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board was structured in its present 
form on August 20, 1951 as a munic- 
ipal owned corporation to construct, 
operate and maintain the water and 


electric system of Elba, The revi- 
sions were made to allow the utility 
lo get into the business of supplying 
electricity to the businesses and cili- 
zens of Elba. 

The utility had been previously be 
called the Water Works Board Ot 
The City Of Elba, having been 
formed in February, 1948. 

Further changes throughout the 


years modified sections of the incor- 
poration. One was the original three 
member board, This was expanded 
to a five member board, Another 
was the original section which said, 
“None of the members of the said 
board of directors shall be an officer 
of said city, This was first modified 
to allow two of the five members to 
be elected officials. It was later 


changed to allow for a maximum of 
three elected city officials on the five 
member board. 

None of the original citizens who 
organized the original utility corpo- 
ration are alive today. They were J. 
D, Smith, S. B. Young, John Taylor, 
Flournoy Whitman and J. V. Wright.

Robin Earl Morgan pleads guilty to assault

An Enterprise businessman, Rob- 
in Earl Morgan, age 43, plead guilty 
to assault in the first degree and was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison on 
Monday.

An Elba man has been arrested by 
local police and charged in connec- 
tion with the robbery of an elderly 
lady and the burglary of her home, _ 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddy Hanchey, on December 29, 
1992, police responded to a resi- 
dence at 1224 Martin Luther King 
Drive, Officers, upon arriving at the 
scene, determined that 75-year-old 


Council member Bill Brunson, 
who worked on the lease, stated 
there is more land available if any- 
one is interested.

The mayor asked the council to 
uphold his action on removing Han- 
chey. 

He added he had evaluated his 
performance and had a list of 25 bur- 
glarics in Elba since October and 
only two arrest had been made. He 
continued that he attended the police 
department Christmas party and re- 
ceived applause from some members 
when he reached the door leaving 
the party. We have a loyalty problem 
and I felt in the best interest of the 
town, to remove Freddie Hanchey. 

Haywood said he would be acting 
police chief until someone was 
named. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
asked who was acting Police Chief 
and when told Haywood himself 
was, Brunson asked if he met the 
Peace Officer Standards. The mayor 
«xplained he was responsible for the 
operation of the police department. 

Council member Ronnie Jinright 
questioned the promise to the incom- 
ing council to keep Chief Hanchey. 
He wondered aloud if Haywood’s 
problems with the loyalty could be 
because of the promise and the later 
change of mind. 

Hanchey was asked to respond 
and he said on the Monday morning 
prior to the swearing in of the new 
officials Haywood came into his of- 
fice and announced that over the 
weekend he had changed his mind 
and was going to replace him, He 
asked Hanchey to remain in the posi- 
tion temporally until a replacement 
could be named. 

Haywood read from the state laws 


which spells out the duties of the 
mayor and city council. Jinright read 
further from that same state code and 
said, “You can’t read part of it and 
leave part out. You also have to use 
common sense.” 

Brunson stated he wasn't pre- 
pared to make the motion requested 
by the mayor at that time. 

Brunson asked for a special meet- 
ing if possible but only after getting 
a Clarification from the city attorney 
on the proper procedure conceming 
this matter, He also wanted to know 
if Haywood could act in that capaci- 
ty without meeting the minimum 
standards, 

Haywood said, “When I took of- 
fice, the people who elected me 
wanted a change. | have developed 
the reputation as the mayor who fires 
everybody.” He added, “I have not 
fired anybody. How I got my repeta- 
tion, I have no idea.” 


Hanchey told the group that the 
state clearance rate on burgularies is 
12% and with three arrests, the Elba 
department was up to state averages. 
He added that of the 25, in six or 
seven cases, nothing was taken. 

He said property recovery in Elba 
was near 50% and the state average 
is 17%. 

Haywood responded to a question 
from the audience and said he would 
again fire Hanchey if the the council 
voted to rehire him. 

He also admitted that part of his 
reason for firing Hanchey was the 
fact some officers applauded upon 
his leaving the police Christmas par- ° 
ty. He denied that his being arrested 
by the city police during the flood 
played any part in his decision.

Eloa W & E Board relieves 
Haywood as superintendent

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board took drastic action Monday 
night when they voted to relieve 
Mayor Rickey Haywood as superin- 
tendent of the utility 

The action followed the filing of 
a lawsuit last week by Haywood 
challenging the board’s legal right to 
restrict the powers of the superinten- 
dent. 

In making the motion to remove 
Haywood, Board member Bill Brun- 
son said, “The working relationship 
between this board and the superin- 
tendent has deteriorated and I simply 
don’t know how we can go forward 
when we have to‘resolve issues by 
Declaratory Judgement action suits, 
especially in this case when it was 
something the board had agreed to 
do voluntary when we were able to 
find a personnel policy ...” 


The motion passed with all voting 
yes except board member Earl 
McCollough who opposed the ac- 
tion. 

McCollough also opposed a mo- 
tion rescinding all existing check 
signing authority, 

The Board voted the chairman 
and secretary would be authorized to 
sign checks. Two signatures will be 
required on all Water and Electric 
checks. 

McCollough also questioned the 
duties and pay of Administrative As- 
sistant Pat Boothe. 

Haywood told the board there 
would be no problem with the 
present arrangement of the utility us- 
ing city hall as always. 

The board also voted to purchase 
a computer, adding machine and in- 
stall the special wiring necessary to 
connect her computer at the police 
department with those in city hall. 
McCollough opposed purchase.

During recent weeks we have heard people commenting that the problems 
at city hall seem to have been settled. We doubt anyone would say that to 
day. We have responded to those who were speaking to us that actually 
not one of the problems has been settled. The events since the latter part of 
last week, including Monday unfortunately confirm that statement. It mat- 
ters not if you support the position of Mayor Haywood or take the oppos 
ing viewpoint, you can still sce major problems. Students of human nature 
can get volumes of data to study listening to Haywood supporters criticize 
those “others” as stupid and incapable of making an unbiased decision, 
then a few minutes later hear these same Haywood supporters condemned 
by “the others” with exactly the same words. 


We are guilty of laughing when asked on the streets for the latest story 
about City of Elba business, but folks this is no laughing matter. The repu- 
tation of Elba is already tarnished because of the adverse publicity and 
there is no end in sight. We are reminded of the Biblical story of the two 
women quarreling over a new bom baby and the way that was settled. But 
we are not ready to advocate such action at city hall.

She made a sincere request that if it continued, she wanted her hometown 
paper mailed in a “plain brown wrapper.”

President-elect Bill Clinton’s cabinet members are hinting that all those 
lax cuts promised the clusive “middle class” might not happen. This 
should come as no shock to anyone who really watches politicians. Their 
promises are just chatter to get elected and not necessarily what they plan 
to actually do for the voters.

Elba School Board 
reviews test scores

The Elba City School Board was 
told last Thursday that student test 
scores have improved. The prepared 
report presented to the board mem- 
bers, the press and others present 
was headlined STUDENT TEST 
SCORE LEAP UPWARD. This was 
documented with figures indicating 
math increases of as much as 32% 
in the third grade. 

Math has been an area Elba stu- 
dents have historically scored below 
the state average on, but this group 
scored 90 and above in all three 
‘groups, Reading, Math and Lan- 
guage. 

All three groups improved their 
performance in math. The third 
grade improved 32%, the sixth grade 
by 12% and the ninth grade upped 
their math score by 9%, 

Students in the third, sixth and 
ninth grades throughout Alabama 
take the Alabama Basic Competency 
Tests every year. 

The third grade students im- 
proved their reading score by 23% 
and their language by 18%. The 
sixth grade improved their reading 
by 15%, the 12% on math and 
scored the only dark spot on the re- 
port with a 4% drop in language 
skills. 

The ninth grade improved reading 
by 5% and language by 8% to go 
with their improved math scores. 

The report, presented by Superin- 
tendent Charles Pearce and Assistant 
Superintendent John C. “Buddy” 
Windham, explained that the test 
scores indicate the percentage of stu- 
dents who correctly answered 
enough test items to meet the Ala- 
bama Performance Based Accredita- 
tion Standard. The test was revised 
several years ago, and this is only 
the second time that students have 
been given the new revised test. 

Elba students taking the Alabama 
High School Graduation Exam 
didn’t do as well as the state aver- 
age. Elba students didn’t do as well 
this year as the group taking the test 
last year, 

Again this test is divided into 
three sections, Reading, Math and 
Language. 

82% of the Elba students passed 
the reading portion, an increase from 
77% last year. However on math 
they dropped one percent to 72% 
while the language portion recorded 
a2 percent drop to 75%, 

These students have additional 
chances but they must pass this 
exam to graduate from public school 
in Alabama, 

This test was revised and made 
harder two years ago because state 
officials felt the passing rate was 
higher than it should be. This 
dropped Elba students success rate 
from the high ninetiesto the low 
eighty and seventy rates, State aver- 
ages for the first attempt on the new 
test are 88% for reading, 79% in 
math and 74% in language. 

In other business the board voted 
to increase approved travel pay from 
22.5¢ per mile to 25¢ per mile. Trav- 
el pay will still be limited by the 
same budget ceiling already estab- 
lished, 

The board members suggested the 
administration prepare a suggested 
policy for the Board to review on 
use of the school gyms and auditori- 
ums, This will become official 
school board policy when approved.

FIED TO ME AND I TO THE 
WORLD.” 

Why was Paul so excited about 
the cross? What is it about the cross 
that ought to cause every true belicy- 
er to shout “Praise God” at the top 
of their lungs? What took place on 
the cross two thousand years ago 
that is still shaking the world's foun- 
dations today? I'll tell you. 


First of all, at the cross justice 
was salisfied. According to the jus- 
lice of a holy God, the debt and guilt 
of man's sin required a sacrifice. He- 
brews says, “Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission (for- 
giveness) of sins.” The Bible teaches 
that every man has sinned before 
God. This sin requires a sacrifice, a 
perfect sacrifice to cleanse one of 
sin. Jesus’ death on the cross salisi- 
fied the justice of God. 


Secondly, at the cross hell was 
nullified. What I mean by this is that 
because of Jesus’ perfect sacrifice on 
the cross, we can escape a burning 
hell by receiving Jesus as Lord and 
Savior. We don't have to go to hell! 
God gives us a choice--receive Me 
or reject Me--heaven or hell. The 
cross nullifies an automatic sentence 
of hell and condemnation io those 
who believe. 

Thirdly, at the cross God was glo- 


rified. Just think, the plan of the 
ages, coming to pass before our 
very eyes at Calvary. The devil had 
thrown his best shots and now on the 
cross Jesus was dealing a death blow 
to Satan's rebellion. This death blow 
would restore man's fellowship with 
God and end the role of “the prince 
of this world.” 

Many today think that God's 
crowning achievement lies in his 
creation, Not so! The crowning 
achievement of all God's work is sal- 
vation. Glory to God for His salva- 
tion! 

Finally, al the cross salvalion was 
simplified, Salvation 1s not found in 
a system of do's and don'ts. Salva- 
tion is not found in the adherence to 
some strict moral code, Salvation, 
pure and simple, can be summed up 
in one statement: “For God so loved 
the world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth. 
in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” Peter said in Acts, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved...” 

In a day when the modern church 
has become too sophisticated for the 
message of the cross, let us who are 
believers come forth to say, “I will 
glory in the cross of Christ Jesus my 
Lord!”

If you regularly use credit cards, 
retailer charge cards, and other 
forms of credit, and do not pay off 
the entire balance every month, then 
it is costing you about 20% more to 
live than necessary. The answers to 
the following questions may shock 
you. "How much do you carn per 
hour in take-home pay? How many 
hours must you work to pay just the 
interest on all of your debts (exclude 
your mortgage)?" 

For example, the average house 
hold carrics $7,774 of non-morigage 
debt, and would save $670 a year by 
paying off that debt now. If your 
take-home pay is $10 per hour, then 
you are working 67 hours a year to 
pay off that $670 interest. In other 
words, your entire take-home pay 
earned over cight days during the 
year would pay just the interest on 
your debts. 

Start now to dig yourself out of 
your debt trap, Make a list of every- 
thing you owe, including the interest 
rate on each debt and the minimum 


the balances of all monthly pay- 
ments on all of debt combined (cx- 
cept mortgage). Next, consider get- 
ling a home-equity loan to pay off 
these debts. If a home-cquilty loan is 
used to pay off debts, put all credit 
cards owned in an icecube tray and 
deep freeze them until home equity 
loans have been completely repaid. 
Otherwise, you could lose your 
home if you get in over your head 
again, Avoid other kinds of consoli- 
dation loans 

Work out 4 plan to get out of your 
debt trap. Figure how much you can 
afford to pay toward all your debts 
monthly and prorate your payments 
on cach debt based on how much 
you owe each creditor, Don't avoid 
your creditors. 

Creditors will usually work with 
you if you contact them first. Instead 
of skipping a payment, contact your 
creditors to explain why you can't 
pay, and your plan for repaying 
them. Ask them to temporarily 
waive or reduce your payments

Recently, Carl commented that 
the USDA reduced the national pea- 
nut quota by 3%. The National Pea 
nut Growers Group did not feel that 
was a large enough reduction so in 
representing the farmers sugpested 
that the quota be reduced by 5%, 
The National Peanut Growers Group 
is constanily fighting and doing all 
they can to keep the peanut program, 
The peanut program basically is no 
cost to the government and has 
helped our farmers to produce a 
good quality product at a good price 

One of the major issues the grow 
ers group is now fighting is the im- 
portation of peanut butter and peanut 
paste into the U.S. under Section 22. 
An American manufacturer can use 
up to 49% imported peanut paste and 
still call their end product a U, S, 
product, The growers group has tried 
to stop this importation which is be 
ing done under Section 22. Foreign 
peanut past is not near the quality as 
our U, S. grown peanuts and greatly 
affects our peanut market, 

The growers group is also heavily 
involved in media promotion to up 
the image and use of American 
grown peanuts, They work heavily 
with legislation and with the USDA 
in making sure peanut growers’ best 
interests are considered in makiny 
major decisions,

Peanut Pound 
Quota Down 


Alabama Peanut growers will re- 
ceive less farm poundage quota for 
their 1993-crop peanuts, according 
to David W, Eaddy, County Execu- 
tive Director, of the Coffee County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service, The 1993 national 
peanut poundage quota is 1,496,000 
short tons, 44,000 tons less than the 
1992 quota, 

"The national poundage quota 
will be allocated to cach State based 
on the State's percentage share of the 
1990-crop poundage quota," Eaddy 
said. Alabama's poundage quota for 
1993-crop peanuts is 401,278,981 
pounds, "This will be allocated 
among tarms cligible for quotas," he 
said, 

The 2,992-billion-pound peanut 
poundage quota was established at a 
level that is cqual to the estimated 
quantity of peanuts that will be de- 
voted to domestic edible uses, seed 
and related uses in the 1993 market- 
ing year, which begins August 1, 
1993, 

The peanut poundage quota pro- 
gram limits, through farm poundage 
quotas, the number of pounds of pea- 
nuts that can be marketed by produc- 
ers for domestic edible uses, Quota 
peanuts are grown on a farm within 
the farm's poundage quota,

Only one regular employee will 
be affected and he will be hired by 
Mighty Clean to oversee the work, 
The other workers now doing the 
cleaning are temporary. 

Ashley Hamilton, of New Brock- 
ton, was hired to teach high school 
English. She replaces Mrs. Judy Kil- 
lingsworth who was transferred to 
the elementary school as Supervisor 
of Instruction and Curriculum. 

Hamilton is presently taking 
courscs on her master degree and is 
highly qualified, according to 
Pearce, 

School Board Chairman Bob 
Robertson recommended the Board

This was done at the request of 
school officials strictly as a precau- 
tionary measure to ensure the safety 
of ALL students. 

Walker had the highest praise for 
New Brockton’s Police Department 
and the Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment. 

“Both of the law enforcement 
agencics have cooperated with 
school olficials in every aspect dur- 
ing this incident,” said Walker. 

He added that both of the above 
agencies have always cooperated in 
providing security for all school 
functions. 

This dispels the report that only 
the county’s sheriff department has 
jurisdiction on the county school 
campus. 

On Monday and Tuesday, school 
attendance was running between 
94% and 96% which, according to 
Walker, is about normal for this time 
of the year. Sickness accounts for 
most of the absenteeism. 

Principal Walker stated that he 
understands the concerns of both the 
students and the parents about their 
safety and respects their feeling. 

The school administration has 
been communicating with the stu- 
dents - and parents - this weck in an 
attempt to assure them that every- 
thing possible is being done to en- 
sure their safety. 

“Everyone, students and faculty 
alike, just want to get back to the 
business at hand - getting an cduca- 
tion,” said Walker.

Judge McAliley has set Wednes- 
day, February 10, as the date for sen- 
tencing Schaefer, The sentencing 
hearing will be held in the court- 
house in Elba at 9:00 a.m, A pre- 
sentencing investigation by the 
state’s pardon and parole officer was 
ordered by the judge. 

The crime of first-degree sexual 
abuse is a class C felony and is pun- 
ishable by a possible 1 to 10 years in 
prison. Sodomy in the first degree is 
a class A felony and punishment 
could be a sentence of 10 years to 
life in the state penitentiary.

Commission has lengthy planning session

According to Commission Chair- 
man Robert Stephens, the Coffee 
County Commission's planning ses- 
sion lasted about five hours last 
Thursday. All commissioners except 
Commissioner Wendell Black were 
present for the planning session, 

The commissioners discussed the 
question of a new courthouse for the 
Enterprise Division, county employ- 
ees’ leave time, the landfill, garbage 
disposal, and the budget. 

Conceming the courthouse, the 
commissioners unanimously decided 
to ask Architect Bill Wallace to meet 
with the commission and court offi- 
cials to discuss what would be need- 
ed in a new courthouse. The service 
being offered by the Wallace is at no 
charge to the county. 

The Commissioners agreed that 
further talk of a new courthouse 


would be feudal without first deter- 
mining the requirements that need to 
be met in a new facility and the its 
cost. 

Turning to the landfill and dispo- 
sal of the county’s solid waste, the 
commission agreed to look into the 
cost of having it hauled away. 

County Engineer Mark Pool was 
instructed to draw up a proposal on 
contracting county-wide garbage 
pick-up to be presented at the com- 
mission’s first meeting in March. 
Based on the proposal, bid requests 
for the picking up and disposing of 
county garbage somewhere other 
than in Coffee County will be sent 
out by the commission. 

It is still not known as to whether 
or not Coffee County will have a 
one-county landfill, a regional land- 
fill, or any kind of landfill at all. As 
Engineer Mark Pool put it, “The 
clock just keeps on ticking.”

islative duties, these defendants- 
appellants are entitled to abso- 
lute legislative immunity. Ac- 
cordingly, the district) court's 
denial of the summary judge- 
ment to defendants-appellants 
on this basis is REVERSED and 
the case is REMANDED for 
proceedings consistent with this 
opinion.”
